Hookworm disease was discovered
in the United States by Dr. Stiles,
'lin 1902, Since that time much
valuable information has acecumula-
ted regarding the prevalence, mode
of infeetion, and distribution of this
disecase,

As regards the prevalence:
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Only this month quite a number
' of soldiers in ecamp at Chicamauga
| were examined and 25 per cent were
| found to be infected with this dis-
case.,

Statisties show that in some coun-
[ ties this disease is present to the ex-
| tent of 50 per cent.
In Halifax over 100 cases have
| been treated with favorable results.
